In addition, Applicant argued that Jiang, et al, fails to disclose "plurality of wallets nor that a plurality of wallets is associated with a form."- 
See the Remarks Page 9 through Page 10 Top. 

The examiner disagrees. 

For purposes of responding to Applicant's argument, the examiner will assume that Applicant is arguing for the patentability of Claims 1 , 9 
and 17. The Examine believes the applicant arguments; specifically the limitation of "a plurality of wallets is associated with a form" is not 
positively recited in the claim language. For further clarification, as explained in the previous Office Action dated 02/20/2008, Jiang 
discloses the system and method utilized the mobile devices wallets services wherein each field of a form (i.e. form has plurality of fields) is 
intelligently recognized and classified to allow future autofill of the field of the same classification- (See Jiang at Fig. 30 and Paragraph 330 
Page 20). This allows data to be filled in the fields of any forms. This interpretation is supported by the applicant disclosure, which is stated, 
"fill-in the fields with the specified data stored in a user's mobile application wallet." See applicant specs Page 11 Lines 14-18. Thus Jiang 
discloses a plurality of wallets is associated with a form as claimed. 

Therefore, the Examiner respectfully maintains the rejection of the Final Rejection mailed 02/20/2008 at this time..
